The Era of Good Feeling.
From the N. ¥. Tribune,

The Savannah Jopublican, fn an effort to
show “‘what i Decwssary to an era of good
feeling,”” argues that the North must sor-
render oertain *‘ideas’’ or conviotions which
now ocoupy the Nor hern mind, The censti-
tutional diffionlty with cur Soathern brethren
ia that they always dwmand the surrender of
that whiok f'n fts nature is ineapable of being
gurrendered, If they would merely ask a
ohauge in our laws or a sarrender of our
purees, we might gratify them. Bat in de-
manding & ohange in our “‘ideas’ and conrio-
tiona of right or of relative exocellence, they
are asking the only thiog it is impossible for
us to grant. The first idea we are called on
to surrender i8 stated to be ''the desire on the
part of the North, for purposes of their own,
to foroe the Boutherm people to discard the
old bond of unuion, and enter into & new one
with them, vever contemplated in the forma-
tion of the Government, or proposed nntil ths
physical preponderatce wias proved to be
agaipst us,” This as<nmes that the “old
bond of union,” was one (n which the State
bad the right to secede, Our Boathern trisends
will witness the era of good fesling long be-
fora the North savctions the right of sscession.

The Hepublican’s pecond requnirement is, of
conrse, that we ghall allow none but the Rebeals
of the Bounth to vote. It says:—

e North goes even furtber Lhan Lhls. She
Inelsls thut wo sbull viganizgs & soolely in Lhe
Bouth apd come noder Lue Jurisdiction of laws
thut buye no foree or existenos ut the North, In
olher words, that there shall be ous kind of
governipen! for the South sud avotner kind for
ihe North, and siill bo'h continue Lo exist Lo-
gelhor a8 one pomogeneous political soclely, Is
such o demand jusl? 1s lLeven cousisient with
reason?"”

The falseliood of this statement consisis in
assuming that *“the South’ includas only the
Demoorats of the South, and thst the legisia-
tive ipsotion of the Nurth relative to negro
guffrage here expresses the conscience of the
game Republican party which has granted im-
partial suffrage to the South, The assumplion
that the Bouth opposes negro suffrage over-
looks two fifths of the people of the Soath
who degire it. The assumption that ‘“‘the
North" intends to grant suffrage to the negro
at the Bonth and not at the Nerth everlooks
the fact that the whole Democratio party ol
the North opposes negro suflraga everywhere
alike, aud nine-tenths of the Republican party
favors it everywhers alke. The remaining
tenth of ths Republican party, combining
with the Democratic party, retard but cannot
long prevent sulfrage lrom being withoat dis-
tinetion of color. Meanwhily, it is the Repuab-
liean party Soath sud North that extends the
puflrage, and it is the Democratic party that
delays its extension without regard to locality.
The Republican party would find it diffioult to
surmndl:sr apy of those fundamental ideas of

olitical equality on which its very existence
Erpenda and by which o1l its success has
been won. Nor are political partiea prone to
surrender the ideas which make them vie-
torious.

We beseech our Soulhern friends, thers-
fore, not to postpone the ‘‘era of good feel-
ing’ 8o long. Weare ready to help the South
with working men, intelligent, highly eda-
cated wowen, plenty of capital to reconstruct
itsa plantations, develop its mwines, and start
its manufactories, rebuild its ruined railroads,
and couvert it wildernesd into a garden. Dat
the first essential to a gennine era of good
feeling must be that everybody shall be io-
vited. The Calvinistic theory, according to
which sn essential element in the enjoyment
of the elect is to be the contempiation of the
distingnishing grace which has selected them
for exalted bliss, while others, no more nn-
deservivg, are consigued to nnspsakabls woa,
may do very well in theology as a theory of
the next life, bot it does not answer in poli-
tics, or as a model for government. At least
having tried it, and abolished it, we are not
havkering to return to it. Another condition of
the “‘era of good feeling” must be that every-
body shall have Jeave to tell whether he feels
well or ill. This involves that freedom of
gpeech, of the press, and of thongbt, of
which Southern Democrats havenot been the
mosk consistent chumpiona,

We are fully congoious that we need to re-
stord in the South an era of good feeling. To
this end the chief means must bs to mske
Southern industry profitabls, and the Southern
working class free, not only from all human
masters, but from the most inhuowman of all
masters—want. Adam Smith argnes that
slavery arises whenever two men are sesking
one master. Frecdom beging only when two
masters are feeking to employ the labor of ons
muan, The South bhas the ocotion, the oheap
labor, the water aud coal power, the brains,
the demand, and no small share of the capital
neocessary to set rnnning fifty thonsand cotton

manufactories and twouty million sg»iudlua. |

Thie would reverse the pregent condition of
both Wlacks and whites at the Boath, Whurs
now ten helpless laborers are seeking to be
employed by one waster, there wonld then bs
two masteras competing for the labor of ons
man. Hereio lies troe (reedom for the work-
ing olass, rapid incresse in wealth for all
olasges, and that genaral *‘ara of good feeling"’
for which the Bouth is lookiog. But to thia
end there must be peacs, prowwotion to capital
and lshor, ani a vigorons suppression of Ka-
Klux-Klans and the entire “‘mob and marder'
gpirit, WIill the Savannah Hepublican labor to
bring abont these conditlons of the “‘era of
good fealivg !

Jenckes® Civil Nervice Bills

“Bul the essential work the bill proposes to
do 1% to prevent Lhe appolniment of lnoompa-
tent persons Lo subordipate positions in Lhe
execulive departments, It alms todo this by
pProviding tout sli suen Appoiniments anall be
made from Among Lhuse persons wono can provae
thelr eolmpelency under s falr exsmiuktion,
« ¢ ¢ Appolntwents looffive in tus excoative
deparimenis ure now geverully made oo Lbe
recommendation of promioent polliticians,
especially of members of Cougress, with uo
reference at sl Lo competency. The best
acconniant 1o the Unlied Btntes would have no
chapcs whatever of gettlug lnto the civil ser-
vice of the country, under the present system,
without political ifluence." —Lvening FPosi,

There can be no doubt that the Civil Sarvica
bill of Mr. Jenckes i Lased on a theory whioh,
it not overworked, will be neeful io pracioal
operation. But il the measare {8 to ba per-
wan«nt, it is important that the country shall
pot be miigled as to what Las already been
done by law in the way of competitive exami-
pation, If appvintments are now made to
office in the execntive departments “‘with no
reference at all to competency,”’ as the Lost
ageerty, there is palpabie violavon of existing
lawe on the subject. Ever sinos March, 1853,
there has been upon the Federal statate-boolk
a law arranging clerks into four olasses, with
fized salaries, acoording to class, varyiogin the
relation of vine, twelve, fittesn, aud eighteen.
The act of 1853 also provides: —

“Noolerk shall be appointed incltherof tha
four clnsses unill after ho hus been examioed
and foueod qualificd by B board, Lo consist ot
Lhree examiners, oue of them 1o be tne ehtef of
Lhe bureau or oflice into which he la to he ap-
poloted, and Lhe two others to he selactat by
Lbe head of the depnrtmeni to which the sald
clerk wiil be asslgped,"”

If a law can prevent the appointment of in-
competent persous to subordinatle positions,
why is not the above adapted to the sud in
view ! It certsinly contemplates a proviog of
competency *‘under a fair examinavdon.” No
Republiosn will assume that General Grant
will be found wanutivg a8 an execator of this
law. Take, for example, the Treasury Depart-
ment. He will appoint a competent Seoratary
for that branch of the government, who is
mindflul of the law of 1563, and will be carefal
in selecting two fit persons to be mewmbers of
the examining board; and the President him-
gelf wi'l look to see that there are competent
chiefs of bureans, one of whom is to bs the
other man. No map, certainly, can be more
interested in having suitable subordinates than
the chief who is responsible for his bureaun.

It may be said that the existing law fixus no
standard of competency, and that thas far the
exsmwining boards have made it too low,
Granted; but General Graut, with his heads
of ldupartmenw, can easily remedy that difi-
culty.

We think, however, that when we coma to
require a very high standard of gualifications
we shall find existing salaries altogether in-
adequate, We remember that when the late
Mr, Odell was in the Naval Office of the Cus-
tom Houge of this city, ke had one or wwo
vaocancies to fill. The duties to be performed
required acouracy, expertness, and [fdelity as
an scconutant, He et a high staudard of
fitness at first, but iu the end he was compelled
to abandon it because banks and mercantils
heuses wonld pay twice us much salary as the
Goverpment allowed.

It is undoubtedly true that the larger share
of Government ofives, ontside of the iooum-
bents who are confirmed by the Senate, do
not require for the due discharge of their
fanctions a very high order of capagity. In-
tegrity is always needed, of ocourse. The
range of work of each clerk 15, however, ex-
trewely limited; and the dupger is that, if
wen are appointed to the inferior piaces who
are really above the work they are required
to perform, we sball get a class of very annoy-
ing peopls in office, who will pester [their
superiors for promotion and Congress for
wore pay.

It msy be eaid that removals for politieal
cauges are wrong. Here agaln General Grant
is all powerful to make a reform. Bat, some
one replies, how can we expeoct the new Presi-
dent to retain in offfice men who Lhave honsatly
questioned his fitness, and g0 have every mo-
tive to embarrass his measures of reform ?
How, we snewer, will Mr. Jenokes' bill remedy
or prevent this state of things? Suappose

Aud, besides, we are of opinion that, with
proper salaries, all this difisulty sbout inpom-
petent clerks will disappear if we can have
the right men io high places, A good chief of
burean will demand good clerks, and a good
head of department will ges that he has them,
Wa do not fntend to devids hers dogmati-
oally mpon the merits or demerits of Mr,
Jenckea' bill, but only wish to snggest toplos
of thought aud discussion in reference thersto.

A repent iavention, 1lke
“hrave minds'’' and '‘forthright spirita” and
“‘workers for man." Wa do not profsss en-
tirely to understand what is oalled earnwst-
peee, though we ddre to say that, when Mr.
Gladstone thonght of earnestness, he was
thinking of Mr. Giadstone. What is certaio
is that we ahall have a Parliament pledged by
an overwhelming majority to Gladatonism,
and Mr. Gladstone is earnest, tarribly earnast
—as earnest In pullivg on his gloves as in
disestablishing a Church. Oue thiog we
can understand  abont Mr. Gladstone's
sarnestoess—Iit s his gravity. And oar
pew Parliament is likely to be grave
epough. Mr. Bernal Osborve’s ready wit
will abgent from it; Berjeant Gaselos
will no longer provoke and poke fon; Mr.
Darby Griffich, the irrepressible batt who had
the knack of making horadom diverting, hss
dieappeared from the list of semators; and,
worst of all, Mr. Roebnok's vitriolio and sar-
castle powers of offense have so far offended
Lis constitnents that they have preferred dull-
ness to genias, and & delegate to ths most in-
dependent politioian of the dav. The Honse is
likely to be dull enough, and, a8 earpestuess
takes the form of dulloess, Me, Giladstone has
g0 far been proved to be right. [f, as gesms
likely, Mr. Whalley on the one side snd Mr.
Joln Hardy om the other will have todo all
the work of making or snggesting ju'tes, Par-
lisment men may look ont for a very dreary
time of it under & Premier who is a3 nosos-
ceptible ot wit as a Sootehmwan. Ths ovoadion
may perhaps stimulate Mr. Disrasli to recar
to hig old vein, and his gracions fooling at
Guaildhall geems to show that oflive hins sup-
pressed, but pot extinguished, his origiosl
powers in playiog the fool, aud playlog the
fool admirably.

The vext Parliament will, therefore, be de-
ficlent in wit. Aud in another aspect ths con-
stituencies bhave goue in for earnsstoess.
Earnestness, according to the cheap newspa-
pers, is an enemy to theory and speculation.
An earpest man maost be a practical man;
above sll, he must mot have a rag of philoso-
phy abont him, Englishmen, they tell us, are
an unphilosophical race; metaphysics they cau
neither abide mnor usderstaund; they waut
thiogs done, and firet principles, or any ab-
stract grounds for polloy, whey resent 4s au
insult, This Peckbaw-ownibus view of a
penator’s qualifications bas certainly prevailed.
Of all the vlaszes of candidates whe have saf-
fered mwost sereraly, the doctiinai es have been
hit the bardest. Not only is Mr. Sitnart Mill
rejocted, and by the most decisive defeat, at
the hands of & constitaency which nsed to ba
copsidered & sort of touvkstons of politioal
fecliog, but the edncated and exiremsly
enruest class whoss mobls funclion was to
justify radioslism by philosophy, history,
aud the assertion of abstract rights, have
only gncceeded fn returning Me, Haghes the
novelist for a seat which almost praserves the
mercories of 8 pocket borongh; aad Me, Faw-
cett, the Cambridge economist. Not oaly
have the doctrinaires failed themselves, bat
their advocacy hias been siguslly detrimantal
to their popis and cienws. Dr. Ssodwicth
had the misfortune o be Jectared for by Pro-

fesgors aud Oxford savass, aud Marylebonu®

has preferred not to take the advice or dicta-
tion of its guides, puilosophers and friends.
Mr. Brodrick, Mr. Roundesll, Sir Georgs Younng,
and Mr. Lushiogton have not beun able to
bripg into the Honss an element of thonght
which no deliberntive assembly can afford to
digpense with or despive, and which might
have stood them in butter stead at the hast-
jugs had the regpective constitnencies been
less  initated by advice aod distation
from acadewnic and tatorial quarters.

Sowething ot Mr. Chadwiok's defeat at
Kilwarvock may be atiributed to Me. Hill's
offensive juterference with the editors; but the
general failure of this olass of candidates can
vnly be acconnted for by a rooted aversion on
the part of the electors to what they consider,
with or without justice, dictation on the part
of the sophists. 1'ne Parliamentary jury has
been struck on the principle koown in the
tourts as kuovking the brains ont of it.

In anotuer direction the electors have
thown a remarkable disability to profit by
pew lights, lo oue respect the new Parlia-
meut is likely to be more dogged aod pertina-
cious agsivst innovations than avy of s pra-
decesgors, For good or for evil, the nuw
House not only perpetnates, but exaggerate «
the character, be they the faults or the exosl-
leuces, of their predeoessors, The tradesman
and {picier mind has it all it8 own way, and it
feems Lo come to come to this, that the trades-
men who {8 supeérseded, and the artisan who
rules, are scarcely varieties of the gams type
of mind, or nparrowness. A vast ma-
jority of Libersls hus been returnod,
but they are all of the Liberal type; rich
tradesmuen, hereditary Whigs, and the old
members make up most of Mr. Gladstone's
sopporters. The shirt-slesves and the work-
ing-wen candidates have not stood the slight-
est chance; the fate of Cremer and OUdyger and
Hartwell and Howell and C.lonel Dixon and
Kruest Jones and, above all, of Mr. Baales,
tls President of the Reform Leagune, attests,
either the proverbisl iogratitude of the oiti-
76D 10 gucoessiul dewagogues, or a more
creditable disinclination on the par! of the
electors to entrnst the destinies of the empire
to those who might bave their uses in agiia-
tion, in handling mobs avd prooessions, snd
puiling down park raile, but in no position
more oreditsble or responsible. What is
even more curfous g, that thongh the eleotions
have gone po completely agaiost the Irish
Cuurch,they have aleo proved how strong {8 the
conviction or prejudive sgainst fauatival dis-
gent.  Merely to be a representative of strong
or exceptional views in religion has been gene-
rally fatal to a candidate. Unfortunately this
degged old-fashionud aversion to inoovation in
religion has kept out of Parliament snch men
as Bir John Acton and Lord Edward Howard,
representing, as they do, the very best aspest
of Buglish Romanism; but, on the other hand,
it hias alzo rejected Mr. Miall and Mr. Handel
Cossham, with whose views, extrome as they
are, it wonld be insulting to bracket the inso-
lence of Bradlaughb, whose only claims to dis-

audecious than that of such extinot monsters
as Carlile and the Devil's Chaplain of five-and-
thirty years ago. Aud, to complele the proof
of the prevailing sotipathy to sectarian re-
presentation, it is curions enough that, when
the minority clunsge ejected ons Liberal from
the oity, it was found that the least popu-
lar of the old representatives was Baron
Rothechild, who for B0 many years had
retained his geat merely becsuse his entrance
into & religions profession was by another rite
than that of baptizm. It was ecertaloly high
time to eleot & City member on other gualifi-
catiovs than that of heing a Jew; but ouly not
to belovg to the Church has stood cauvdidates
in ag little etead ad ouly not to be a Christian,
and we might almost say that the electors
bave exhiblted equal impartiality agsinat all
Jews, Turks, iufidels, aud beretica, Whoever
has gained, the Liberation Soclety has lost.
Are we wrong in attriboting to the same
popular, and in some sense bigoted, reslstancs
to beipg preached at, dictated to, leotured, sd-
vised, aud sermonized, the distasts with whiskh
lawyers geperally, and the Tory lawyers in
particular, have been visited? The rout i

No doubt ths new Parliament faithfally
enongh reflects the patiooal will, The
borough members have hean slectad to do a
certain and distinot avd precise work, whioch
is plmple enoogh and does not require maoh
reflnement, much reflection, much, if aay,

independence, What sesms to bs tow
taste of the borongh  voters is
little  thonght, no philosophy, no

genins, mo origioality, no ‘“‘viewluess,’”" no
largeness of conception. Snoh ls the worlk,
apd ruch the fostroments. They will do the
work in s dull, busivess-like, vcommonplaon,
obedient sort of way, It Mr, Gladstoos s to
be earvest, the Parliament will bs earnsst
with &l the weritg and all the drawbaoks of
earpesiness, They nsed to give nivknames to
Parllamente; the new ope may perhaps gel to
be deemed, if it fa pot called, Parliamentum
Prosaicum, Small fear of its being ran away
with by its own impetnosity. Mr. Disrasli,

The “stapid party’ of late
yeurs cecws likely to be henceforth con-
fronted by a party stroog a8 in everything, ao
erpecially in Its  dolluess, Like Pope's
womwen, Parliawenta may come to have no
character at all; and it is, after all, not 8o un-
pataral—thoogh it was npot quite expeoted,
and certainly the raverse of it was prowmized—
that the Hounse of Commons should so faith-
fully reproduce the narrowness and stiffuess,
tbhe obstinacy and the unarguing, if solid
perbaps stolid, coovictions of the nntrained
Evglish mind. Batiety has prodaced apathy,
and the frepzy of exvitement under which the
contest was begun has subsided into & general
distaste, if not disgust, for promised or thraat-
entd revolutions and inpovations.
